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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


PURPOSE 


The  West  Central  School  of  Agriculture  is  an  institution  established 
primarily  for  the  training  of  young  men  and  women  for  the  profession  of 
farming.  The  courses  are  planned  and  the  subjects  are  taught  with  the 
purpose  of  making  the  students  masters  of  this  work.  The  courses  are 
sufficiently  extended  to  give,  not  only  a  fairly  complete  technical  equip- 
ment in  the  business  of  production,  but  a  working  basis  in  the  economic 
and  sociological  aspects  of  farm  life.  It  is  felt  that  the  farmer  of  the 
future  must  have  a  broad  grasp  of  his  profession  in  its  relationships  with 
other  callings,  as  well  as  a  realization  of  the  possibilities  of  its  social 
development. 

LOCATION 

The  School  is  admirably  situated  to  serve  about  seventeen  counties 
of  the  west  central  part  of  the  State.  The  Great  Northern  Railway 
through  connections  with  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee,  and  St.  Paul  Rail- 
road gives  good  service  to  the  southeast,  south,  southwest,  west,  and 
northwest.  The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  through  connections  with  the 
Soo  Line  and  other  roads  gives  very  satisfactory  service  to  the  portion 
of  the  State  lying  north  and  northeast  of  Morris. 

The  School  itself  adjoins  the  city  of  Morris  and  is  situated  upon  a 
natural  rise  of  ground  overlooking  the  Pomme  de  Terre  Valley.  When 
the  present  plans  are  carried  into  effect,  the  campus  will  be  a  very  beauti- 
ful place  indeed  with  its  fifteen  or  twenty  buildings  and  pleasant  drives. 


TIME  OF  OPENING 

The  School  of  Agriculture  will  open  Monday,  September  29,  and 
close  Saturday,  December  20,  for  the  fall  term.  The  winter  term  will 
open  Monday,  January  5,  and  close  Saturday,  March  28.  This  gives 
six  months  of  school  work  at  a  time  when  the  students  can  best  be  spared 
from  home. 

SPECIAL  INFORMATION 

Old  or  new  students  planning  to  attend  the  School  of  Agriculture 
should  write  early  to  the  Registrar  asking  him  to  reserve  a  room.  Each 
dormitory  room  is  furnished  with  two  single  beds,  dresser,  table,  chairs, 
curtains,  sheets,  bed  spreads,  pillows,  and  pillow  cases.  Each  student 
should  bring  with  him  quilts  or  blankets  for  one  single  bed,  napkins  and 
napkin  ring,  towels,  comb,  brushes,  and  other  toilet  articles. 
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,  Preferences  as  to  room-mates  should  be  stated  early  and   will   be 
considered  so  far  as  possible. 

Students  more  than  two  weeks  late  in  entering  may  not  be  able  to 
complete  all  of  the  term's  work  without  conditions.  If  a  student  can 
not  enter  before  the  middle  of  November,  he  should  wait  until  January 

5  for  the  new  term  and  new  classes  to  start. 

All  trains  will  be  met  by  special  committees  Monday,  September 
29.     If  possible,  be  on  hand  the  first  day. 

HOLIDAYS 

Lincoln's  and  Washington's  birthdays  are  legal  holidays  and  will  be 
appropriately  observed.  On  Thanksgiving  Day  no  classes  will  be  held, 
but  school  will  continue  as  usual  on  the  Friday  and  Saturday  following . 

DORMITORIES 

Two  new  dormitories,  one  for  young  men  and  one  for  young  women, 
are  now  in  use.  Each  is  in  charge  of  one  of  the  members  of  the  Faculty. 
These  buildings  are  modern,  three-story  structures,  splendidly  equipped 
and  heated  by  a  central  heating  plant.  They  will  accommodate  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  students. 


HOME  LIFE  ON  THE  CAMPUS 

The  life  of  the  students  while  attending  the  School  of  Agriculture  is 
subject  to  supervision.  Everything  is  done  to  promote  a  healthful, 
moral  atmosphere.  The  use  of  tobacco  and  spirituous  liquors  of  all 
kinds  is  strictly  forbidden.  Any  one  not  in  accord  with  these  restrictions 
and  not  willing  to  lend  a  hand  toward  strong,  moral  growth  should  not 
come  to  the  School  of  Agriculture. 

EXPENSES 

The  expenses  at  the  institution  are  made  as  moderate  as  feasible. 
They  include  the  following  items:

Board,  light,  heat,  and  flat  laundry  (weekly) 3.50 

Laboratory  fees  for  woodwork,  blacksmithing,  sewing,  cook- 
ing, chemistry,  corn  studies,  or  dairying,  per  term.  .$1.00  to  3.00 

Purchase  of  text-books  per  term 3.00  to  5.00 

I  feposit  (yearly; 5.00 

Ho  pita]  fee,  per  term 1.00 

The  five-dollar  dep08it  is  required  as  a  protection  against  breakage,  etc. 

Unle-s  deductions  arc  made,  it  will  be  returned  in  full  at  the  end  of  the 
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year.  Each  month's  board  is  paid  in  advance.  The  buildings  are 
lighted  by  electric  lights  and  warmed  by  steam.  No  deduction  in  charges 
is  made  for  any  absence  of  less  than  five  days. 

A  fee  of  one  dollar  per  term  is  collected  from  each  resident  student 
and  is  used  as  a  hospital  fund.  This  fund  will  be  administered  under 
direction  of  the  hospital  committee  which  shall  consist  of  the  matron, 
the  preceptress,  and  four  others  elected  from  the  student  body.  A 
general  statement  of  regulations  so  far  as  such  regulations  can  be  deter- 
mined will  be  posted  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Students  will  buy  their  own  stationery,  drawing  material,  etc. 

The  policy  of  renting  books  has  been  found  to  be  unsatisfactory,  so 
it  has  been  decided  to  require  each  person  to  purchase  his  own  texts. 
A  bookstore  will  be  organized  and  many  of  the  books  can  be  had  at  second- 
hand rates  and  resold  at  the  end  of  the  term,  if  the  student  so  desires. 


STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS 

Students  are  urged  to  unite  with  a  literary  society.  These  societies 
offer  the  students  pleasure  as  well  as  profit.  They  afford  a  training  in 
conducting  meetings,  parliamentary  law,  and  public  speaking  obtainable 
in  no  other  way. 

The  following  societies  hold  regular  weekly  meetings  during  the 
school  year:  the  Vincent  Literary  Society,  the  Agricolae  Literary 
Society,  the  Ceres  Club,  the  Utile-Dulce  Club. 

An  Inter- Society  Debate  cup  for  the  promotion  of  interest  in  civic 
and  political  questions  has  been  offered  by  the  superintendent.  This 
will  become  the  property  of  the  society  winning  it  three  successive  years. 
The  Vincent  Literary  Society  now  holds  the  cup,  having  won  it  the  first 
time  the  spring  of  1912. 

Attendance  at  Military  Drill  for  young  men  and  gymnasium  classes 
for  young  women  are  required  of  all  students  in  the  first  two  years. 
Both  the  young  men  and  young  women  have  basket  ball  teams. 

Both  the  Young  Men's  and  the  Young  Women's  Christian  Associa- 
tions have  organizations.  A  Sunday  morning  and  Sunday  evening 
service  is  conducted  each  week  under  the  direction  of  these  two  associa- 
tions.    Bible  classes  hold  regular  mid-weekly  meetings. 

There  are  two  Glee  Club  organizations,  a  Boys'  Glee  Club  and  a 
Girls'  Glee  Club.  These  clubs  furnish  the  music  on  occasions  demanding 
musical  entertainment.  Requirements  for  membership  are  so  simple 
that  practically  all  students  who  care  for  Glee- Club  work  may  become 
members. 

LIBRARY 

The  library  is  well  equipped  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  students. 
A  large  number  of  books  have  been  selected  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  various  departments.  These,  with  the  government  and  station  re- 
ports, are  all  classified  and  available  for  use  by  instructors  and  students. 
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The  Librarian  is  always  ready  to  give  whatever  assistance  she  can 
in  directing  students  in  the  selection  of  the  books  they  may  need  in  the 
pursuit  of  their  work. 

LECTURE  COURSE 

During  the  school  year  a  lecture  and  entertainment  course,  con- 
sisting of  four  or  five  numbers,  is  given  at  a  cost  of  one  dollar  for  the  series. 
These  entertainments  are  strictly  high  grade  and  furnish  a  pleasant 
relaxation  from  regular  school  work. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC 

The  organization  of  the  Department  of  Music  was  completed  last 
year.  Credit  courses  in  piano  were  offered  and  about  twenty  students 
enrolled  for  the  work.  Two  half-hours  per  week  are  required  for  credit 
and  a  fee  of  ten  dollars  per  term  for  the  lessons  and  two  dollars  per  term 
for  piano  rental  are  charged.  Special  rooms  are  set  aside  for  the  lessons 
and  practice,  making  it  possible  to  do  good  thorough  work.  A  class  in 
musical  theory  meets  once  a  week  for  those  who  are  interested  in  this 
work.  Instruction  is  given  in  the  history  of  music,  ear  training,  and  the 
rudiments  of  harmony.  An  appreciation  of  the  great  masters  and  their 
work  is  developed. 

SUMMER  SESSION  FOR  TEACHERS 

The  second  annual  summer  session  for  rural  school  teachers  will 
open  June  18  and  continue  six  weeks.  Credit  courses  in  a  number  of 
subjects  and  Teachers'  Courses  in  Agriculture,  Manual  Training,  and 
Home  Economics  will  be  offered.  It  is  planned  to  expand  the  work  of 
this  session  from  year  to  year  and  ultimately  develop  a  very  complete 
training  for  rural  and  consolidated  school  teachers. 

SUMMER  DRESSMAKING  COURSE 

A  course  in  commercial  dressmaking  is  offered  in  the  Summer  Session. 
Instruction  is  given  in  plain  sewing,  dress  trimming,  tailoring,  and  the 
study  of  standard  dress  materials  and  their  manufacture.  The  aim  of 
the  course  is  to  teach  dressmaking  as  a  trade. 

ADMISSION 

The  West  Central  Minnesota  School  of  Agriculture  is  an  institution 
established  for  the  training  of  farmers  and  farmers'  wives.  At  present 
the  rural  school,  arc  unable  to  do  much  advanced  work.  It  is  hoped  that 
they  will  improve  their  courses  through  consolidation  and  association 
and  ultimately  make  it  possible  for  the  School  of  Agriculture  to  set  higher 
Standards  of  admission,  but,  until  such  is  the  case,  the  School  must  accept 
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any  mature  young  man  or  woman  even  though  he  or  she  might  find  it 
hard  to  pass  entrance  tests.  Students  above  sixteen  years  of  age  will  be 
welcomed  even  though  they  may  not  be  able  to  show  graduation  from 
the  usual  eighth-grade  work.  Whenever  possible,  prospective  students 
should  present  county  or  high-school  certificates  in  the  common  branches. 
These  will  admit  to  the  regular  work  without  conditions. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION 

(1)  The  completion  of  the  prescribed  course  of  study,  with  an 
honorable  standing  in  deportment. 

(2)  An  essay  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  words,  upon  a  topic 
connected  with  Agriculture  or  Home  Economics,  typewritten  on  paper 
of  approved  size  for  binding  and  filing  in  the  library. 

(3)  For  young  men,  a  practical  experience  in  field  work  at  the 
Station  Farm  or  elsewhere,  as  shall  appear  in  reports  received  from  re- 
sponsible sources. 

It  is  essential  that  the  student  should  do  some  work  of  a  practical 
nature  during  the  vacations  following  the  first  and  second  school  years 
respectively.  Students  will  be  given  credit  for  this  work  just  the  same  as 
for  other  school  work.  Blanks  giving  an  outline  of  the  work  in  detail 
and  blanks  for  certification  are  furnished  to  all  students. 

It  is  expected  that  all  the  boys  in  the  School  will  devote  their  vaca- 
tions to  actual  farm  work,  or  to  some  form  of  agricultural  work,  and  the 
girls  to  some  line  or  lines  of  work  such  as  making  bread  for  the  family, 
canning  fruits  or  vegetables,  and  other  home-making  pursuits. 

EXPERIMENT  STATION 

Three  hundred  acres  of  land  are  laid  out  for  experimental  and  demon- 
stration purposes.     At  present  three  main  lines  are  followed: 

1.  Crop  Rotation  and  Farm  Management. — One  hundred  acres  are 
divided  into  five-year  rotation  with  a  dairy  herd  in  connection.  This  is 
to  demonstrate  what  seems  to  be  the  ideal  for  the  newer  agriculture, 
namely,  smaller  farms  intensively  handled  with  live  stock  to  help  main- 
tain soil  fertility. 

2.  Better  Seed  Selection. — Pure  seeds  are  being  grown  with  a  hope 
that  the  Station  may  lead  in  an  effort  toward  the  general  improvement 
of  the  quality  of  farm  seeds. 

3.  Nitrogen  Gathering  Crops. — Clovers,  alfalfas,  and  other  legu- 
minous crops  are  receiving  attention  in  order  to  restore  the  nitrogen  con- 
tent of  the  soil,  to  improve  the  physical  texture  of  the  land,  and  to  give 
a  source  of  excellent  stock  food. 

4.  Corn  and  Grain  Improvement. — Variety  test  work  with  wheat, 
oats,  and  barley  has  been  started  with  the  purpose  of  better  adapting 
certain  varieties  by  selecting  for  the  needs  of  this  section.  Variety  test 
work  with  corn  has  been  started  to  secure  higher  yielding  qualities  and 
earlier  maturity.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION 


AGRONOMY 

Agronomy  is  the  science  of  the  field  and  its  crops.  It  treats  of  farm 
management,  the  application  of  business  methods  to  farm  practices; 
field  crops,  their  classification,  production,  and  improvement;  soils, 
their  fertility,  cultivation,  and  improvement. 

The  general  work  in  corn  and  farm  crops  is  supplemented  by  a  course 
in  agricultural  botany.  Laboratories,  well-equipped,  make  it  possible 
for  the  student  to  secure  a  thorough  training  along  practical  lines.  The 
farm  crops  work  consists  of  complete  courses  in  corn  and  small-grain 
production,  studying  the  subjects  from  both  the  scientific  and  practical 
standpoints. 

In  the  junior  year  advanced  corn  and  grain  judging  is  given,  a  course 
in  which  the  student  becomes  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  breed  char- 
acteristics of  the  different  varieties  of  corn  and  grain.  This  year  a  course 
in  forage  crops  will  be  added,  which  will  include  a  study  of  clover,  alfalfa, 
and  the  various  forage  crops. 

The  student  concludes  his  farm  crops  work  with  a  study  of  farm 
management.  This  course  includes  a  study  of  special  systems  of  farming, 
marketing  problems,  labor  problems,  crop  rotation,  and  a  complete 
system  of  farm  accounts.  In  short  it  is  a  course  in  which  the  student  is 
taught  the  application  of  business  methods  to  the  farm. 

A  thorough  course  in  soils  is  offered,  in  which  the  student  is  taught 
how  to  solve  successfully  the  soils  problem  which  is  an  integral  part  of 
every  farmer's  experience,  and  to  understand  the  principles  which  underlie 
the  maintenance  of  soil  fertility. 


ANIMAL  HUSBANDRY 

The  courses  in  Animal  Husbandry  include  the  following  topics: 
types  and  breeds  of  animals,  principles  of  breeding,  feeds  and  feeding,  and 
stock  judging.  The  aim  is  to  give  the  student  sufficient  knowledge  so 
that  he  can  select  a  herd,  feed  and  care  for  it  properly,  and,  through  ~a 
series  of  years,  build  it  up  in  a  creditable  and  satisfactory  way.  Atten- 
tion is  also  given  to  any  live  stock  on  the  farm,  including  horses,  sheep, 
swine,  and  poultry. 


DAIRY  HUSBANDRY 

Dairying  is  becoming  increasingly  important  in  western   Minnesota 
and   a  Strong   Course   in   this  subject  is   being   planned.      The  object  is  to 

give  practical  instruction  regarding  the  dairy  cow  on  the  farm,  including 
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adaptation  of  breeds,  selection  of  breeds  for  various  purposes,  selection 
of  individual  cows  by  type  and  by  butter-fat  records,  also  their  care  and 
management. 

Milk  production  and  care  is  also  an  important  part  of  the  dairy  work. 
This  includes  a  study  of  milk  secretion,  composition  of  dairy  products, 
separation  and  acidity  of  milk,  ripening  cream,  churning  and  packing 
butter,  use  of  Babcock's  milk  and  cream  testers,  moisture  tests,  and  the 
production  of  sanitary  and  certified  milk. 

DOMESTIC  ART 

Girls  are  required  to  make  certain  garments  in  the  course  in  sewing. 
The  material  is  to  be  purchased  under  the  direction  of  the  instructor. 
The  following  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  work  covered:

Laundry. — A  good  looking  garment  must  not  only  be  well  made, 
but  rightly  laundered.  The  kind  of  water,  soap,  and  starch  to  a  great 
extent  determines  the  result.  The  student  is  shown  how  to  prepare 
them  to  get  the  desired  result.  How  to  iron  and  fold  a  garment,  how  to 
revive  colors,  remove  stains,  and  wash  delicate  fabrics  is  also  taught. 
Some  time  is  given  to  a  study  of  the  different  dry-cleaning  processes. 

Textiles. — Under  Textiles  is  included  the  study  of  the  different  kinds 
of  cloth  manufactured  from  wool,  cotton,  silk,  and  flax  fibre,  together  with 
their  adulterations  and  substitutions.  The  comparative  value  of  standard 
materials  according  to  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  to  be  used  is  dis- 
cussed and  illustrated  with  samples  of  cloth.  Harmony  in  color  and 
design  in  garment-making  is  also  emphasized. 

House  Planning  and  Decoration. — This  course  makes  a  study  of  the 
farm  home  covering  such  topics  as  the  location  of  the  house,  its  construc- 
tion, plan,  arrangement,  conveniences,  furnishings,  and  decoration. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE 

First- Year  Cooking. — The  course  includes  both  recitation  and  labo- 
ratory work.  The  object  of  the  course  is  to  teach  plain  cooking — 
cereals,  soups,  vegetables,  meats,  breads,  and  desserts — by  actual  prac- 
tice. The  recitation  work  includes  a  study  of  foods,  their  source,  cost, 
method  of  preparation,  and  value  to  the  body. 

Second-  Year  Cooking. — The  first  term  is  a  continuation  of  the  work 
of  the  first  year.  In  the  second  term  the  work  is  correlated  with  the 
course  in  Home  Nursing  and  deals  largely  with  the  preparation  and 
serving  of  foods  for  the  sick-room. 
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Bacteriology  is  the  study  of  the  yeasts,  molds,  and  bacteria  that 
cause  fermentation,  decay,  and  disease. 

Home  Nursing. — The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  girls  sufficient 
instruction  in  practical  nursing,  bacteriology,  and  hygiene  to  enable 
them  intelligently  to  carry  out  a  physician's  orders  and,  through  their 
understanding  of  the  laws  of  health,  to  aid  in  the  prevention  of  disease. 

Dietetics. — Laboratory  work  deals  with  the  planning  and  prepara- 
tion of  simple,  inexpensive,  and  well-balanced  meals  for  people  of  various 
ages  and  occupations;  the  lecture  work  deals  with  the  relation  of  food  to 
health. 

Food  Chemistry. — The  first  term  includes  work  in  simple  chemistry. 
In  the  second  term  the  work  is  applied  directly  to  the  composition  of 
foods  and  chemical  changes  that  take  place  in  their  preparation  for  the  body. 

Home  Management. — The  course  includes  both  laboratory  and  lecture 
work.  The  laboratory  work  consists  of  the  planning,  preparation,  and 
serving  of  meals.    The  lectures  deal  with  systematizing  the  work  of  the  home. 

Sanitation. — Sanitation  has  to  do  with  the  study  of  the  different 
germ  diseases,  such  as  tuberculosis,  colds,  pneumonia,  typhoid  fever, 
diphtheria,  and  boils  and  their  prevention.  Since  many  of  the  disease  germs 
that  attack  the  human  body  come  from  the  body  of  those  who  already 
have  the  disease,  it  is  quite  necessary  that  the  student  have  some  knowl- 
edge of  the  ways  to  guard  against  them.  The  public  side  of  the  question 
is  also  discussed  and  studied  because  the  relation  of  a  government  to  the 
health  of  its  citizens  is  a  very  important  one. 

ENGLISH 

English  is  required  of  all  students  throughout  the  course.  The 
institution  aims  to  train  the  student  in  the  use  of  English  as  a  written 
and  spoken  language.  Especial  effort  is  made  to  cultivate  the  reading 
habit  and  a  taste  for  good  books  and  magazines  through  the  use  of  the 
pleasant  and  well-stocked  library. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCES 

The  work  included  in  this  department  aims  to  give  the  student  a 
larger  grasp  of  the  world's  affairs  and  of  his  relationship  thereto.  The 
industrial  geography  course  of  the  first  year  starts  with  the  farm  products 
of  the  local  region,  shows  the  course  of  these  products  in  marketing, 
transportation,  manufacture,  and  consumption.  It  is  a  study  of  world 
industry  and  the  farmer's  part  in  it.  The  industrial  history  course  shows 
the  stages  of  human  progress  and  how  modern  agriculture,  manufactures, 
trade,  and  transportation    have  developed  from  simplest  beginnings. 

Local,  state,  and  national  government  forms  arc  studied  during  the 
third  year.  Especial  emphasis  is  given  to  such  simple  matters  as  the 
conduct  of  annual  town  meetings. 

In  legal  forms  the  following  topics  receive  attention:  real  and  per- 
sonal property,  contracts,  land  purchase  and  rental,  mortgages  and 
loans,  an<l  road  and  boundary  laws.
